Iraq, Kuwait

KUWAIT, Sept. 22 ( AP) — An Iraqi gov- 
ernment delegation traveled to Kuwait and 
Bahrain Saturday in an effort to counter what 
Baghdad said is an Omani-sponsored scheme 
for Western-aided defense of the strategic 
Strait of Hormuz. 

The delegation, led by Deputy Premier and 
Defense Minister. Maj. Gen. Adnan Khair 
Allah, conferred here with Kuwait’s ruler, 
Sheikh Jaber Ai- Ahmad Al-Sabah, and con- 
veyed to him a message from Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein, an official statement said.

Soviets fail 
in U.N. bid 
to unseat 
Cambodians 

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 22 (R) — The 
Soviet Union and Vietnam Saturday were - 
smarting over their failure in the United 
Nations to unseat Cambodia's ousted Pol Pot 
government, widely accused of mass killings. 

The General Assembly voted Friday night 
by 71' to 35 to ensure that the Pol Pot 
administartion, which seized power after the 
Indochina War in 1975, could keep its seat, 
despite fierce Vietnamese and Soviet bloc 
efforts to persuade the U.N, to recognize the 
new Heng Samrm government Thirty- four 
states abstained. 

Pol Pot, backed by China, has been fighting 
a guerrilla war in Cambodia since 
Vietnamese-led forces belped to install Heng 
Samrijj in power seven months ago. Wracked 
by war, the Southeast Asian nation also feces 
a threat of widespread starvation. 

During the day-long debate there were 
repeated references to human rights viola- 
tions by the Pol Pot government, said to have 
killed or enslaved three mflfion of the coun- 
try’s eight million population when it held 
. power in Phnom Penh, the capital. 

Opponents of Heng Samrm said atrocities 
did not justify foreign intervention to change 
the government, and the new government in 
Phnom Penh was also open to condemnation. 

The assembly will debate the situation in 
Cambodia as a separate issue later in the 
session. 

The assembly earlier rejected a comprom- 
ise proposal by India to leave the Cambodian 
seat empty “for the time being." This move 
was adopted at the nonaligned conference in 
. Havana earlier tins month.

Israeli gunners

BEIRUT, Sept. 22 (Agencies) Israeli gun- 
ners Saturday shelled the Southern Lebanese 
coastal city of Tyre and the Palesti ni a n 
refugee Camp of Rashideyeh. 

The Palestine news agency Wafa gave no 
casualty figures or damage. 

It added that Israeli fighter planes flew 
over the South Lebanese region several times 
Saturday. 

Earlier Friday Israel had mounted a major 
thrust into Southern Lebanon, the agency 
said. 

Wafa said the Israelis attacked the strategic 
Khardali Bridge over the Litani River in 
Lebanese territory, but later withdrew to 
Kleya. a village held by the right-wing 
Lebanese allies. 

Wafa said the Israelis had asked for the 
truce through the United Nations Interim 
Force in Lebanon (UNEFIL), the 6, 000- 
strong peace force set up in March last year 
after a full-scale Israeli invasion of the south. 

According to Wafa, the Palestinians and 
their nationalist Lebanese allies agreed to 
ceasefire. 

Wafa reported that the Palestinians hod 
beaten back an Israeli armored thrust 
towards the bridge, about eight kilometers 
north of the Israeli border. 

The U.S. State Department said Friday 
that a major military action was taking place 
in Southern Lebanon but withdrew an earlier 
statement that Israel had mounted the attack. 

“There seems to be some sort of major 
military action going on south of the Litani 


River but we do not know at this point who is 
involved in this military action," a State 
Department spokesman said. 

On the political front Lebanese -Premier 
Selim Hoss will visit Damascus Monday for 
talks with Syrian President Hafez Assad on 
the fighting in South Lebanon, it was 
announced Saturday, 

Official sources said Dr. Hoss would also 
discuss Lebanon's relations with Syria, which 
has a 30,000-man peace-keeping force in 
South Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli Kleibi has accepted an invita- 
tion to visit Lebanon next week. Foreign 
Minister Fuad Butros said Saturday, 

Official sources said he would discuss the 
prospects of convening an Arab summit on 
the troubled south. 

Kleibi is expected to meet Presideni Sarkis, 
Premier Hoss and other government leaden.

Sultan denies Soviet ties immine nt 




JEDDAH. Sept. 22 (SPA) — 
Minister of Defense and Aviation 
Prince Sultan says that at the 
moment Saudi Arabia has no 
intention of establishing diploma- 
tic relations with the Soviet 
Union. 

He told Al-Mustaqbal, a weekly 
magazine published in Paris, 
that "when the Russians 
understand that principles are not 
for export, possibly then we may 
think of setting up diplomatic rela- 
tions with them." 

*• Until ihcn. our relations will 
be governed by the charter of the 
United Nations. Saudi Arabia 
cooperates with the Soviet Union 
every time it defends the cause of 
• truth and justice." 

The Soviet Union was the first 
country to establish an embassy in 
Jeddah after King Abdul Aziz 
established the Kingdom. The 
former Russian legation is still 
standing in old Jeddah. The 
Soviets left in 1 938. when, accord- 
ing to St. John Philby in Arabian 
Jubilee, “the Soviet government 
finally abandoned its efforts to 
convert the Arabs to the Marxian 
creed." 

A brief Russian press campaign 
that protrayed the Kingdom in a 
less than usually hostile light died 
out several months ago, and there 
had been speculation in Western 
newspapers that Saudi Arabia 
and the Soviet Union were to 
exchange trade missions as a first 
step to diplomatic relations. Saudi 
opposition to Marxism continues 
unabated and the reports died 


away. Prince Sultan has now laid 
the speculation to rest. 

In other foreign policy matters, 
Al-Riyadh reported Saturday that 
Gulf states have been having 
intensive contacts over the past 
few days on the possibility of hold- 
ing a conference of Gulf foreign 
ministers about the Arab situation 
and mutual relations. 

The paper quoted an unnamed 
official as saying that the Kuwaiti 
government has proposed holding 
the conference in New York dur- 
ing the United Nations General 
Assembly meeting that began four 
days ago. 

The official said, though, that 
some Gulf countries did not feel it 
necessary to hold the meeting. He 
did not say which they were. 

Last week Minister of Industry 
and Electricity Dr. Ghazi 
Algosaibi travelled to Bahrain 
with a message for the Ruler, and 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-Faisal is now on a tour of Gulf 
and Arabian Peninsula capitals 
that has taken him to Sanaa, 
Baghdad and Damascus. 

A Bahraini weekly magazine, 
Al-Masirah, has meanwhile 
praised Saudi policy and said the 
Kingdom is of fundamental inter- 
national importance. 

It owes its importance, the 
magazine said, to a wise policy 
that keeps it out of struggles, 
alliances and power blocs. Saudi 
policy is a major factor in main- 
taining the stability of the world 
economy and turning away threats 
to stability, progress and pros- 


perity of mankind. 

The events of the past three 
decades, it said, confirms that the 
Saudi role cannot be ignored. It is 
a major spiritual power able to 
influence events and a major 
economic power which has used 
its capabilities wisely. It is also a 
military power of increasing 
importance to the region.

After all these procedures have 
been completed, the beggar is 
released on bafl after undertaking 
in writing that he will not beg 
again. 

As for those able to work, they 
give the same pledge, are released 
on bail and axe automatically sent 
to the labor office to find a suitable 
job. 

Beggars with physical hand- 
icaps are sent to training centers 
for the handicapped to be taught a 
craft so that they can earn their 
living afterwards. The centers 
offer social care, psychology, 
physiotherapy and vocational 
training. 

Those suffering from any type 
of disease are sent to a hospital, 
where they arc well cared for. 

Juvenile delinquents and 
orphans are either sent to social 
education centers or handed over 
to relatives who must give an 
undertaking that they will look 
after them and prevent them from 
begging. 

Children found begging are 
tended over to their, parents, who 
must also give a written pledge 
that they will look after them and 
prevent them from begging. 

Anyone found genuinely in 
need of financial support and elig- 
ible for social insurance is referred 
to the General Organization for 
Social Insurance. 

As for crooks who claim to be 
handicapped and after medical 
examination prove to be healthy, 
they are sent to jail for a week or 
two. 

Professional beggars or second 
offenders, Ghamdi said, are 
immediately sent to prison for at 
least IS days and are not released 
until someone comes to bail them 
out or they write an undertaking 
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that they will not beg again. 

Ghamdi said that in the last year 
his patrols in Taif had caught no 
fewer than 121 Saudi and foreign 
beggars. However, he added, the 
number of beggars ted consider- 
ably dropped. Fouryearaago, 367 
beggara were caught, 179 the next 
and was 139 the next 

He urged the information 
media to participate in foe cam- 
paign against beggary. 

He also called for an intensive 
drive to issue nationality cards to 
all Saudis. The reason, he 
explained, was that many people 
caught begging were found to be 
nationals who ted no pension 
because, for one reason or 
another, they ted failed to have a 
card issued to them. 

They were consequently not 
sheltered by foe umbrella of soda! 
security, which could have given 
them a pension. They begged 
because they needed to stay alive. 

-Had they ted an identity card, 
they would not have gone through 
such an experience. 

He also proposed that such 
unlucky people be kept in social 
centers, rather than in prison, 
while the lengthy procedures are 
completed for issuing them 
nationality cards and giving them 
their first pension.

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Israel must talk 
peace with PLO, 

Kreisky declares 

• CAIRO, Sepr. 22 (AP) — Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
says Israel must sooner or later talk peace with the Palestinians and 
adds that European all-out support for Israel is lapsing in favor of the 
Palestinians. 

In an interview with the Egyptian newspaper Al-Ahram pub- 
lished Saturday, Kreisky, a Jew, also noted that European and Arab 
economic interests, because of oil, are so strongly linked that it is in 
the interest of both to avoid “the dangers of a Middle East explo- 
sion.” 

“Most countries today are openly or secretly pressing for a 
.Palestinian- Israeli dialogue ... This day must come sooner or later 
because it cannot be avoided,” Kreisky said. 

' He noted that although terrorism is widely condemned by the 
world community, there is “current sympathy for the Palestinians 
because it is the cause of a people who want a land and a country.” 
Kreisky who was the first Western European statesman to offi- 
cially host Palestine Liberation Organization leader Yasser Arafat, 
said be is convinced from his talks with Arafat and ongoing contacts 
with members of his leadership that" the Palestinians are ready to be 
objective” toward Israel, and are “not all terrorists.” 

Meanwhile, in a statement to the Cairo-based Middle East News 
Agency, Kreisky said he had accepted an invitation by President 
Anwar Sadat and would visit Egypt in February. 

Cholera claims 18 lives in Iran 

TEHRAN, Sept. 22 (R) — Eighteen persons have died of cholera 
in Iran in the past seven weeks and 557 other cases of the disease 
have been confirmed, Deputy Health Minister Abolqasem Meteqi 
said Saturday. The present outbreak had affected most of Iran's 
provinces and the capital Tehran and was expected to subside with 
the advent of oolder weather in the next month or two. 

Bahrain reports new cholera cases 

BAHRAIN, Sept. 22 (R) — Ten more cholera cases have been 
discovered in Bahrain, raising the number to 25 cases since the 
outbreak of the disease on- August 5, the health ministry said Satur- 
day. 

Arafat won’t attend Rome parley 

ROME, Sept. 22 (R) — Yasser Arafat, chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), will not attend a private conference 
here next week on Palestine, a PLO official said. The official added 
that it was very likely that the PLO would be represented by Farouk 
Kaddourai, head of the PLO's Political Department. 

U.N. panel to view land purchase 

GENEVA, Sept. 22 (R) — A United Nations committee probing 
complaints of Israeli human rights abuses in the occupied territories 
has agreed to meet again in November to 'discuss Israel's decision 
last Sunday to let citizens buy land in the territories. The panel made 
the decision at the close of a two-session in which it examined 53 
cases of ill-treatment of Palestinian detainees in Israeli prisons, and 
heard evidence from Hebron Mayor Fahd Kawasme.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 
( AP) — Civil rights activist Jesse 
Jackson has declared that Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin is 
making a mistake in not meeting 
with him when he visits Israel next 
week. 

Jackson Friday said the mayor 
of Jerusalem, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Jordan's King 
Hussein as well as Yasser Arafat, 
who heads the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization, have all 
extended invitations to him. 

“Going to Israel is not conting- 
ent upon that (Begin' s) invita- 
tion,” Jackson said. “I think, he 
(Begin) is making a mistake and I 
hope he changes his mind.” 

Jackson’s visit to the Middle 
East grows out of United Nations 
Ambassador Andrew Young's 
resignation under fire following 
Young’s unauthorized meeting 
with a PLO representative. 

Jackson and other blacks 
defended Young's action, 
endorsed the concept of a Palesti- 
nian homeland in the Middle East 
and asserted the right of blacks to 
become involved in international 
affairs. These actions were not 
welcomed by Israel and some 
members of the American Jewish 
community. 

“We mus* be able to maintain 
the right to disagree with a given 
position without being intimi- 
dated by being called anti- 
Semitic,” Jackson said. 

He cited the United Stated 
dependence on foreign oil as one 
compelling reason why the U.S. 
cannot ignore the wishes of Mid- 
dle Eastern Arabs who control 
much of the supply.

HOUSTON — Dr. Fred KocstJer has come home. 

Division head of international training division of Texas A&M 
University’s Texas Engineering Extension Service, Dr. Koestlerwas 
bom in Libya of a Muslim father and a Christian mother.

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BEGIN 1 S POPULARITY 

The latest opinion polls in Israel show that, were an election to be 
held ai the moment, the Likud coalition would face a shattering 
defeat at the hands of Labor. 

A few months ago. Labor had a majority of about ten per cent The 
figure now has doubled. The greatest loser is Yadin’s Democratic 
Movement for Change < DWC), whose support plunged from U per 
cent in the elections to 1 per cent at the poll. This means that the 
movement would not be able to return a single representative in an 
election now. One of the reasons for the DMCs failure is the split 
within it. with the dissidents siding with the Labor opposition. 

The split could not by itself account for the DMC s losses, since all 
the other members of the ruling coalition suffered similarly. The 
exception is provided by the religious parties, who seemed to main- 
tain their positions. 

This is revealing. The religious parties have nothing to do with the 
economic crisis which has been wracking Israel for sometime, and it is 
this which has caused the popular loss of confidence in Begin' s 
government. The point is demonstrated by Simcha Erlich. Begin” s 
finance minister, coming down the bottom of the list in the individual 
popularity ratings shown by the polls. 

The interest of the Arabs in all this is how Begin 1 s weakness will 
reflect on Israel's actions towards them, especially in the countries 
adjacent to Israel. The rule here is the historic one of an internally 
weak government compensating by external intransigence. The 
•* peace process ” and South Lebanon must therefore expect to pay 
the price. 1 

Ezcr Weizman. Israel's minister of defense who is preening himself 
lo succeed Begin, said yesterday that his government does not need 
America's permission to attack South Lebanon. This is the direct 
opposite of what he told the American Congress only two days ago. 
Clearly, the more recent statement was designed for Israeli public' 
consumption just as the first was purely for external effect. 

Begin of course will not give in easily. He will try to outbid 
Weizman in warlikeness whether on the coming negotiations with 
Egypt or in South Lebanon. 

It is also probable that he will raise as many difficulties as be can for 
the Carter administration. He is quite aware that the United S rates is 
capable of rescuing his government from its economic difficulties. 
This, after all. is what all previous American administrations have 
done. For the present administration to make no such moves could 
mean that his downfall will not be much regretted by it. 

In that case. Begin has all the more reasons to increase tension in 
the area so that the Americans feel bound to pay him to ** de- 
escalate. " The question then is does he have time to do this before 
his coalition's unpopularity forces him out of office. 

JORDAN IN THE CENTER 

The signs now are that Jordan is once more the subject of pressures 
and inducements from the Camp David side, with the attending 
counter- pressures, to enter in to the process of negotiations currently 
held by Israel and Egypt. In fact, the autonomy talks were held in the 
hope of Jordanian participation at some stage. Egypt and Israel 
convinced the United States of the viability ofthe talks on this very 
ground. 

King Hussein, to the surprise of the Camp David parties, rejected 
utterly the dangerously truncated formula they offered. His posirion 
was of a piece with his perception of his. patriotic duties to the Arab 
cause. He abided fully by the resolutions of the Baghdad Summit, 
despite all threats and blandishments. 

Jordan's steadfastness almost convinced the Americans of the 
baselessness of Israeli and Egyptian optimism, as well as that of some 
senior advisors in the Washington administration, about Jordanian 
participation. The administration began to realize that it should have 
heeded the advice of its true, long standing friends in Jordan. 

The Jordanian position has been frank and unwavering. It cer- 
tainly gives no grounds for the surprise announcement by the Egyp- 
tians and the Israelis of their "expectations*’ of Jordanian participa- 
i lion. 

Aside from the baselessness of such hopes, it is true that King 
Hussein has before him several courses of action, all of them having 
been the center of international Arab and even Palestinian discus- 
sions. His task is that of choosing the most adaptable and just as 
Jordan's contribution to the solution of the Middle East problem. 
The last issue of \oesweek carried an instance of the possibilities now 
under review. This concerned an initial agreement to revive the old 
notion of uniting the West Bank and Jordan in a confederation. 

But it is certain the king will not rush into any proposal of this kind 
until he has fully consulted with the leadership of the Arab world and 
is explicitly empowered by them to act towards such an end. He 
would in addition require full European backing. Only then would he 
fake his ca rds to Washington to place them before President Carter in 
negotiations. What remains then would be to formulate a com- 
prehensive plan around the agreement reached, before placing it 
before the next session of the U.N. General Assembly. 
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A 4 homeland’ called Venda

JOHANNESBURG — 
To the boom of a 101-gun salute at a midnight 
ceremony last week, the tiny territory of Venda 
became South Africa's third black * homeland 1 to 
receive independence from Pretoria. At that 
moment South Africa shed another 500,000 blade 
citizens, including the 150,000 Venda people who 
live permanently in white-designated South Africa. 

Critics of Pretoria's 'decolonization' policy dis- 
miss Venda independence as a farce. Less than half 
the size of Israel, Venda is surrounded by South 
Africa and depends on it to provide jobs for at least 
60 per cent of its male workforce and to furnish 
more than 80 per cent of its budget 
Venda is the stereotype of the captive client 
State, dressed up with the trappings of indepen- 
dence, and the man who leads* it. Paramount Chief 
Mphephu. does little to contradict that view. 

He is physically small and his formal education 
stopped after primary school. Diffident and inar- 
ticulate in the pressure of journalists, he cannot 
make a convincing case for Venda independence. 


Shortly after his election as President be was 
scheduled to address reporters but foiled to keep 
the appointment 

Chief Mphephu” s political records is unimpres- 
sive. He lost two successive popular elections to the 
opposition but remained in power through the sup- 
port of nominated chiefs and headmen, who 
account for half the 84- strong National Assembly. 

After the first election, nominated chiefs and 
headmen were taken on a four-day junket to a game 
reserve immediately before the Assembly met to 
vote for a Chief Minister. After the second election, 
one-third of the popularly elected opposition can- 
didates were detained. 

Even within the election rules prescribed by Pre- 
toria, which friimin ateri radical groups like the ban- 
ned African National Congress, it was a case of 
playing the game until the loser won. 

But, if Venda is unconvincing as an authentically 
independent State, that does not deprive it of politi- 
cal significance. It is integral to Pretoria’s strategy 
for survival. 

It diverts some blacks away from tile African 
nationalist tradition of seeking majority rule in a 


unified South Africa. There are reward for partici- 
pation. in Venda politics, ranging from the large 
bouses and limousines which go with ministerial 
portfolios to well-paid posts in me administration. 
For businessmen there are the benefits of financial 
aid pumped into Venda via the South African- 
established Venda Development Corporation. 

There people are condemMd by black radicals as 
‘collaborators’ 

All of which serves to pit black against black to 
die advantage of Pretoria. The internal black quar- 
rel is all the more divisive because it is fuelled by the 
powerful tribal sentiment of Venda traditionalists. 

Venda, like Transkei and Bophutbatswana, pro- 
vides white-ruled South Africa with military as well 
as political auxiliaries. With the help of South Afri- 
can soldiers, Venda is rasing its own ‘army/ which 
will protect both Venda' s elite and South Africa 
> frbm insurgents of the African National Congress. 

Situated near South Africa's holders with 
Zimbabwe- Rhodesia and Mozambique, Venda 
exemplifies the buffer states which some observers 
believe Pretoria is trying to erect between South 
Africa's industrial core and nationalist insurgents 
operating from bases in Mozambique, Angola, 


Botswana and Zambia. 

The Venda security force is headed by a former 
black South African security policeman, Col.TR. 
MulaudzL It is still small, numbering only 450 men. 
But the high rate of unemployment in Venda means, 
it can be expected quickly if insurgent activity 
requires. Col. Mulaudzi has made it dear he will oqt 
hesitate to call on his good friends in South Africa if 
need be. 

The role of the security forces of Transkei and 
Bophutbatswana since independence demonstrate 
their importance to South Africa. Both have cap- 
tured ANC insurgents and either put them on trial 
or handed them over to South Africa. 

The real significance of Venda independence lies 
not in Pretoria’s rhetoric about returning 
sovereignty to the Venda people but in the political 
and rmfetary alliance between Pretori% .and; the' 
Venda regime. , . 

As Chief Mphephu has said of black nationalist 
insurgents: “ Weunust help the South African gov- 
ernment fight thdse people because, by failing to do 
so, we are going to cry in the end when we. are 
attacked." (OSNS) 


Ballet of the two Communist giants

SINGAPORE — 
When Deputy Foreign Minister Wang Yuping 
leads a 20-strong Chinese mission to Moscow this 
weekend for the first tentative talks to resolve Pek- 
ing's quarrel with the Kremlin, international 
policy-makers conditioned to count on Sino-Soviet 
discord since 1960 face the possibility of a detente 
that could shake their known world loose. 

At first glance the possibility seems faint. It is still 
not clear whether the agenda will be limited to 
outstanding bilateral issues (as the Russians wish) 
or will include the global transgressions of the 
Soviets (as the Chinese earlier demanded). After 
seeing Chairman Hua Guofeng, former British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath said in Peking 
recently that the Chinese believed “the overall 
strategy of the Soviet Union" was against agree- 
ment anyway. 

The case for conciliation has a false bottom, in 
fact. Peking has hitherto dismissed all faith in 
detente with a malignant Moscow as a delusion of 
the misguided West: “Concessions will not get the 
Soviet hegemonists to halt their expansionism, 
much less put away their murderous knifes." 

it is therefore difficult to imagine the Chinese 
themselves earnestly bargaining for a lasting peace, 
especially as the Russians are not going to puH their 
prying fingers out of South-East Asia or any other 
oo I ideal pie to please Peking. 

But both sides want to find a framework within 


which their ‘fraternal 1 relationship can be kept 
alive, after the mercy- killing by China of the seedy 
30-year-old Sino-Soviet friendship in April. 
. Moreover, Russian readiness to relax tension in the 
East may be strengthened by the hardening face of 
Washington, where Congress has now authorized 
the President to ban all exports to the USSR. 

The readiness is there. For, if the Americans 
twitch nervously at the thought of 3,000 Russians in 
Cuba, the Russians are equally dismayed by the 
thought of a billion Chinese in red China. To-tbem, 
their gigantic neighbour appears as unpredictable 
as an unstable bomb ominously trailing a dirty 
stream of anti-Soviet smoke. The .Chinese have 
shown themselves susceptible to violent political 
paroxysms like the ‘cultural revolution 1 directed 
against ‘ Russian revisionists’ at home, while deploy- 
ing a threatening array of nuclear missies against 
the USSR itself. 

After bloody border dashes in 1969 the Soviet 
Union, anxious not to be locked forever between a 
seemingly irrational, hostile China and the 
imperialist West, tried to draw out ‘pro-Russian’ 
elements among Chinese leaders with a succession 
of conciliatory proposals. But Peking under Mao 
and the Maoists was in no mood to be mollified. 

• The Russians were further disappointed when 
the death of Mao and the downfall of the radical 
‘Gang of Four’ in 1976 failed to produce a change of 
heart. But they had misunderstood the Chinese. 
The Maoists bad attacked them for claiming to be 
the sole purveyors of world revolution, while prac- 


ticing right-wing revisionism and blatantly betray- 
ing the true Manrist-Ixninist faith. Their anger was 
ideological, and their first concern to see that Chin- 
ese Communism was not contaminated by the 
Kremlin, any more than by the capitalists. 

Bmthepragmaticcomradeswhosucofiededtheai 
saw the Russians primarily as .a military menace in 
the international power game. They therefore'set 
out to modernize China as quickly as possible to 
meet the threat, and, instead of quarantining their 
country, struck their hands out to all potential allies, 
however free or fascist, who could be tactically or 
technologically usefuL 

And' the hands were taken. In consequence, Rus- 
sians, already troubled by nightmares or a stiffening 
Washmgton-Peking-Tokyo axis, could hear Vice- 
President Walter Mondale tell bis Chinese hosts last 
month: ‘Any nation which seeks to weaken and 
isolate you in world affairs assumes a stance counter 
to American interests.’ 

These factors paradoxically pull both parties 
towards the conference table. The Russians want to 
adjust the dangerously tilting balance. The Chinese 
need breathing space in which to modernise, and 
that means not only courting the West but keeping 
Moscow quiescent. 

The advantages of detente with the Soviet Union 
were spelled out to me in Peking back in June — 
among them an end to the military threat on the 
4,500-mile Sino-Soviet frontier end to China’s 
‘enrirclemedf bv the USSR and Vfetnam, positive 
Soviet participation in China' s modernisation prog- 


ram, a balanced position for Peking between 
Washington and Moscow, and more trade. 

(A Sino-Soviet protocol signed in August pro- 
vides for commercial exchanges worth $485 million, 
about six times die total for 1969.) 

At the end of last month the Chinese Liberation 
Army Daily published a striking article that warned 
the masses against 1 left-wing revisionism' instead of 
the right-wing and Russian version of the heresy, - 
and cited Stalin's experience in cotnhating it 
Unlike the hard-nosed Maoists, the present leaders 
in Peking have not stipulated that the Soviets must 
agree to withdraw then troops from ‘disputeef areas 
along their common bonder before negotiations can 
begin. 

The Russians may now-dust down the proposals 
that Mao's China rejected and produce them 
against the forthcoming talks. At different times, 
these called for a summit meeting, a non- aggr ession 
treaty, a new border agreement (meeting China’s, 
claim that the river frontier m Mahcbttna lies in 
mid-stream and not along the Chinese bank), 
peaceful coexistence (as against the hazardous 
Socialist solidarity that sanctioned the Sbvfet thrust 
into Czechoslovakia in 1968), more trade and aid,, 
and cultural, scientific and political exchanges.- - 

There can be no grand reconciliation, but - the 
sequel to tension must be detente, if it is not fo.be 
war. There will be no sudden surprises.! however. 
Sino-Soviet border talks have produced nib tangible 
results yet, and they have been going on for 10 
frustrating years. — ( OFNS) \ - :

Unions voice concern over safety 

French atomic plant closed after leak 


AVBERIEU EN BUGEY, 
France, Sept. 22 (SP) — A small 
leak of radioactive water forced 
the state-owned power, company 
to shut down a reactor at the 900 
megawatt nuclear power station 
here, company officials have 
reported. 

A spokesman for Electricite de 
France Friday said the water was 
coming from a faulty valve in an 
auxiliary water circuit connected 
to the primary circuit. But all the 
water was contained. 

The accident at the nuclear 
plant coincided with charges 
leveled by France's two major 
union organizations — the 
Socialist-led CFDT and the 
Communist-led CGT — that the 


government had discovered 
numerous cracks in the steel plates 
of reactors but has said nothing 
about them. 

The union sent a letter to Indus- 
try Minister Andre Giraud, say- 
ing, “These faults are exceptional 
seriousness for the safety of the 
workers and of the population. It 
demanded the EDF tell the public 
what it plans to do about the prob- 
lem. 

The union said cracks in pieces 
of steel plates have been found in 
six nuclear power stations and that 
19 other stations of the same 
design are now under construction 
in France. 

It said the cracks were found in 

fled plates aep ararin g the primary 


and secondary water circuits. 

Another series of cracks has 
been nound in the tubes that con- 
nect the reactor tank to the prim- 
ary water circuit, the union said. 

Union officials admitted that 
the cracks were very small, but 
said, they could quickly get larger. 

“ If more cracks develop during 
the life of the reactor, it could lead 
to a break in an important part of 
the reactor," the union said in a 
statement. 

Sources familiar with the prob- 
lem said Friday they were sur- 
prised at the concern over the 
cracks, which they described as 
superficial, resulting from metal- 
lurgical problems involving two 
layers of steel in contact.

According to reports, the “criti- 
cal mass” or amount of fissionable

weapon is 39 pounds. Theodore 
Taylor of Princeton University 
concluded in al 974 Ford Founda- 
tion report, Nuclear Assessed - 
Risks and Safeguards, that less 
than 40 pounds could be used fora 
bomb with the right technology. 

“This plant does experience the 
highest inventory differences of 
any current licensed facility in the 
country right now, but this is a 
unique fatality,” said Robert Bur- 
nett. the NRGs director of nuc- 
lear safeguards. 

“In the licensed sector, fins 
plant handles, the most high- 
enriched uranium of any facilit y in 
the country,” he said. “When you 
handle a lot of material, the inven- 
tory differences iuv«»aMy an

TOKYO, Sept. 22 (AP) —

Nixon said Saturday that China is 
in "good hands” and praised Pre- 
mier Hua Guofeng for having 
become a leader who "thinks 
globally rather than provindaDy.” 

Nixon, returning from a six-day 
visit to China, told reporters the 
U.S. relations with Pelting win not 
change no matter who wins the 
American presidency next year. 

The process that began with his 
first visit to China in 1972 "is 
irreversible" Nixon said, "due to 
the fact that the interests — 
economic and national security — 
of both countries are involved." 

“Looking back, I would say 
there has been more progress than 
I would have expected and less 
progress than 1 wood have hoped 
for" he said. 

He said he had no plans tot 
report to. President Jimmy Carter 
on the visit, his second since leav- 
ing office five years ago, but would 
be available for consultation if 
that was desired, 

U.S.-Cbinese relations are 
"going forward on schedule " said 
Nixon, although trade has not 
: bloomed as some expected. But he 
said; China, with its own human 
resources combined with U.S. cap- 
ital. and technology, along with 
^contributions from Western 
Europe and Japan, will be able to 
experience ** tremendous” 
economic progress.

GENEVA, Sept 22 (AP) — 
The number of "boat people” 
escaping from Vietnam has been 
rising steadily again during the 
past few weeks. 

At the same time tens of 
thousands of Cambodians are 
“pressing against the borders" 
dividing their famine-stricken 
country and Thailand, a senior 
official reported Friday. 

- Figures for the first two weeks 
of September showed that 5,497 
boat people arrived in South East 
Asa countries, more than twice as 
many as during the first half of 
August, after Vietnam’s pledge of 
a “moratorium" to halt the out- 
flow. . 

It had reached a peak of 11.909 
during the first two weeks of July 
as thousands more pushed back 
into the open sea and to possible 
death. There were no comparable 
-figures for the “land refugees*' 
crossing into Thailand from Com- 
bodia-and Laos. 

' Two mouths after the 63-nation 
U.N. confernece on the Indochin- 
ese refugees, the overall refugee 
population in the “first asylum" 
countries of South East Asia stood 
at 352,000, a decline of some 
10 , 000 . 

Resettlement into new homes, 
mostly in the West exceeded the 
number of new arrivals. 

Dale de Haan, deputy U.N. 
High Commissioner for Refugees, 
said that generally good progress 
had been made since the confer- 
ence in managing the refugee 
problem. "The whole question 
that hangs over this problem is 


whether the moratorium will 
stick." 

De Haan said it was too early to 
tell, whether the new increase was 
constituting a trend. He said that 
more and more boat people have 
been picked up by ships recently 
after a new U.N. appeal to skip- 
pers to observe the humanitarian 
rules of rescue at sea. 

Up to mid- September, about 
6,500 people were rescued by 
ships from 22 nations, including 
units of the U.S. Seventh Fleet. 


Most were subsequently resettled 
in the country under toe corres- 
ponding flag of the rescue vessel's. 

De Haan expressed concern at 
toe situation in Cambodia, which 
is ravaged by hunger and renewed 
fighting. "Reports suggest that 
tens of thousands are pressing 
against the border,” he said. “It 
clearly threatens to become an 
escalated problem." 

He said “very good progress” 
was being made in speeding reset- 


tlement and thus easing die pres- 
sure on the- South East /Asian 
countries. This month, be pre- 
dicted, some 24,000 refugees 
would leave processing camps for 
new homes, twice as many as m 
June. 1 

The number- of resettlement 
offers for the one-year period, 
. starting July has reached 271,000 
with cash contributions for the 
refugee programs meeting' now 
totaling $203 million.- 


Victims of Cultural Revolution 

More Peking protesters air complaints 


PEKING. Sept. 22 (AP) — 
About 200 shabby protesters 
spread a carpet of complaints on 
the steps of toe City Hall Saturday 
and demanded they be officially 
returned from toe countryside 
where, they were sent during toe 
Cultural Revolution. 

The protesters, known as “wei 
fang” — those who were sent 
away — are demanding the Peking 
Revolutionary Committee return 
their personal registration and rice 
ration cards. The documents were 
transferred to the countryside 
along with their owners. The peo- 
ple cannot get jobs, food or hous- 
ing without them. 

The protesters spread dozens of 
pink, bine and white posters on 
the CSty Hall steps and anchored 
them with stones against the brisk 
fall wind. "We strongly demand 
the revolutionary committee con- 


sider our problems," said one 
poster. 

They called a special meeting 
Saturday afternoon, but they have 
been going to the City Hall to 
plead their case for the last six 
days. 

They were given grievance 
forms to fill out but representa- 
tives of the committee so far have 
refused to meet them, they said. 
Soldiers guarding toe doorway 
made no effort to remove the 
demonstrators. 

A handful have been spending 
the night and a few were sprawled 
on the steps, dozing under plastic 
sheets or weaving plastic holders 
for jars of tea. They sell them for 
about 20 U.S. cents. 

"For various reasons all these 
people were forced to the coun- 
tryside to do hard labor during the 
Cultural Revolution “ said one 
man. "They were scattered all 


over the provinces since 1966 and 
did not dare come back while the 
Gang of Four was in power” he 
said. 

“Now we want to come back but 
here we have no food, no place to 
live, no jobs until we are recog- 
nized and our papers are 
returned," said one man. 

The protesters from the form 
are toe latest group of disgruntled 
Chinese to toss their complaints 
into the government’s lap or paste 
them on" Democracy Wall.” Poor 
people from the provinces have 
been sitting in at central commit- 
tee offices for the last month. Stu- 
dents who didn’t get into college 
have been protesting at the City 
Hall. 

“We will stay here as long as we 
have to " said Jia Shu Shiu, 55, 
who was sent to the countryside 
with her husband and three chil- 
dren in 1966.

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A. Kingdom after 30 years of toil and war

On Sept. 1 8, 1 932, the acknowledged ruler of most of the Arabian 
peninsula, Abdul Aziz ibn Abdul Rahman ibn Faisal AJ-Saud, 
announced the creation of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. The Royal 
“Decree became law on Sept. 23. ^ 

‘ Until then, the land that but for later minor additions makes up the 
modem Kingdom had been known as the Kingdom of Nejd, Hejaz 
and Dependencies. In itselt the change in name was innoucuous 
enough but it culminated 30 years of struggle by one man and a small 
group of loyal supporters. 

In 1 902, Abdul Aziz left Kuwait

•jyadb, from the control of the 
ja Rashid family, based in Hail to 
he north. 

Originally vassals of the AI- 
iaud, the Rashids had grown in 
trcngth in the last years of the 
9 tfa century under the dynamic 
eadership of Muhammad ibn 
fodiid. As the Rashid star rose, 
hat of the Saud declined and in 
(890, Abdul Rahman and his 
lQ.ycar-old son were driven into 
ijcfle in Kuwait.

figh t bis way back to supremacy. 

By the time be was 21, he could 
not be restrained further in

Abdul Aziz used the classic Ara- 
bian mixture of religion, love and 
terror. Only established and 
proved authority could awe an 
Arab tribesman, who tends to 
think of himself as equal to any 
king. To fight his battles, he sept 
missionaries among the tribes/to 
instill his own strictly Unitarian 
creed. Teams of ‘these converts, 
known as Ikhwan settled near 
Riyadh and Hasa and their fierce 
zeal was a thrusting point to Abdul 
Aziz* wars. The tribes, awed by 
Ikhwan courage, were then 
domiciled through marriage. 
Nineteen wives are recorded as 
bearing Abdul Aziz surviving 
children.

In the name of God, the beneficent the merciful:

1. In the light of cables received by us from our 
subjects in the Kingdom of Hejaz, Nejd and its

3. and prompted by the desire to unify all parts of 
the Arabian Kingdom,- 

we have decreed the following: 

Article One: The Kingdom of Hejaz, Nejd and its 
Dependencies shall henceforth be known as the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia and our title shall hence- 
forth be King of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 

Article Two: Tins modification will take effect 
from the day of publjcatioD 

Article Three: This modification will have no 
affect on international treaties, agreements and:

Article Four: All previous regulations, instruc- 
tions and orders issued by us will remain valid after 
this modification.

Article Sevan The head of our Council of 
Deputies shall be able, at his discretion, to include 
in the council any person or persons who had a say 
in the drawing up of the above-mentioned codes so 
that he may make use of their opinions and know- 
ledge. 

Article Eight: We choose the day of Thursday. 21 
Jumada Al-Ula, 1351 (Sept. 23, 1932) which cor- 
responds to the first day of the sign of Libra (The 
Scales) as the day for proclaiming this Arabian 
Kingdom and we ask God to grant us success.

On one occa- 
sion, Abdul Aziz ordered the 
execution of some thieves but 
spared the last in line and ordered 


him, as he trembled in fright, to 
return home and tell the story to 
the rest" of the tribe. A few. days 
later the errant tribe declared its 
allegiance. On another occasion a 
man told him that he had seen a 
bag of gold coins in the desert but 
left it where be found it. Abdul 
Aziz asked how he knew it was 
gold. The man replied he poked it 
with his toe. Abdul Aziz said, he 
would break the toe if it. touched 
anything that belonged to 
-another. 

By the time he had consolidated 
his rule throughout the .Kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia, King Saud was 
already 54. Of these years, 30 had 
been filled with strife and war. He 
was exhausted but still strong and 
wielded great power over his 
newly created state. He was also, 
had he known it, about to grow 
rich for the first time from the oil 
concessions he had granted in the 
Eastern - Pronvince. 

. But he was never to know the 
extent - of that wealth. When he 
died in 1953, Saudi income was 
already 2,000 times what it had 
been at the capture of the Masr 
mak. But it was left to his 44 sons 
to learn how to handle and distri- 
bute the nerf wealth. 

Of these sons, Saud followed 
him to the throne. Saud he loved, 
but Abdul Aziz also admired and 
respected Faisal who took over 
after Saucf s abdicatioorin 1964. 

When Faisal ascended the 
throne— which was no throne in 
the sense of a gilded chair studded 
with diamonds — he had to create 
a- modern state. The country was 
backward. Few houses had run- 
ning water or electricity. There 
were no asphalted roads except 
those connecting Jeddah with 
Mecca, Medina and- Tail The 
need for hospitals, schools and 
universities was acute. But Faisal 
was in no hurry. He preferred to 
do things according to plan even if 
they.took a little longer. There was 
not the revenue or the manpower 
for a crash program for develop- 
ment. But in 1969- 1970, he called 
-in experts to prepare a Five-year 
Plan, the first in the country' s his- 
tory and the base of a more civil- 
ized society. 

In 1973-1974, the price of oil 
quadrupled and billions of dollars 
poured into the treasury. which, 
without severe government con- 
trols, oould have done serious 
damage to the economy and the 
lives of the population. A. second 
Five-year Plan was drawn up 
proposing development on an 
unprecedented world scale. 

.Faisal's objective was to create 
a civilized society without com- 
promising the country’s religion, 
morality and traditions. His prob- 
lem was a staggering shortage of 
trained Saudis for jobs that 
sprouted all oyer the country.

Among Arab countries, he had 
to work for unity in the face of 
Israeli intransigence and occupa- 
tion of the Arab lands and holy 
places. Internationally, he had to 
rally Muslim support and world 
public opinion. Islamic solidarity, 
where it is practised today, is 
largely his brainchild. 

King Khaled and Crown Prince 
Fahd are carrying the mantle of 
Faisal as best they can. The coun- 
try is united and secure with a 


developing internal security sys- 
tem. Crime rates are low. Free 
enterprise reigns supreme. Jn 
addition to the Saudis, millions of 
other Arabs and Muslims and 
other foreigners are making 
money faster than they would 
have done at home and are free to 
repatriate it in any amounts they 
want. All the Saudis ask from 
them is respect for their laws and 
their customs as long as they are 
here.

Rhodesia conference 

British buoyed by talks progress 


LONDON, Sept. 22 (Agencies) — Buoyed 
by a first sign of progress at Rhodesia peace 
talks here Britain this weekend faced the task 
of persuading the Patriotic Front guerrillas in 
its rebel colony to join in an agreement on a 
new black rule constituion. 

The guerrillas’ arch-foe — the government 
of Abel Muzorewa — Friday announced its 
acceptance of the principles of a new, 
British-authored constitution stripping the 
territory’s whites of veto powers in the bl- 
radal Salisbury administration. 

The decision, after often anguished debate 
in the Salisbury team, was seen as a first 
breakthrough in the slow-moving 13-day-oid 
talks between Britain, technically the colo- 
nial power, the Muzorewa government and 
the guerrillas of Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo, 

But the agreement fell far short of a com- 
prehensive peace agreement. And a guerrilla 
spokesman declared, “Peace in Zimbabwe 
can only come with the complete concurrence 
of the Patriotic Front,” 

Muzorewa Friday agreed to the broad out- 
lines of a constitution ottering the 230,000 
white minority guaranteed seats in a new 
Zimbabwe parliament, but removing their 
powers to block constitutional change. 

The Patriotic Front has long insisted that 
reserving seats for whites is a racist notion 
which it rejects as abhorrent 
Instead, the guerrilla leaders have indi- 
cated they will propose that constituency 
boundaries in an independent Zimbabwe be 
drawn so as to effectively guarantee seats for 
whites without writing tire idea of reserved

minority representation onto the law-books. 
Many Salisbury suburbs, for instance, are 
almost exclusively white-populated and- 
would be certain to return whites to parlia- 
ment. 

Nkomo and Mugabe are to hold talks on 
Monday with Sir Ian Gilmour, deputy to 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington who is 
leaving the conference Sunday to address the 
United Nations General. Assembly in New 
York on Tuesday. Lord Carrington is due 
back in London next Wednesday. 

Muzorewa, the war-torn country’s first 
black prime minister, announced his decision 
at a packed news conference after days of 


agonizing among his multi-racial delegation 
over the British draft. * 

“We have been guided and influenced 
purely by what is in the best interests of the 7 
million people of our nation — black, white, 
colored and Asian,” the American-educated 
Methodist bishop declared. 

Saying he accepted the general principles 
of the British draft Muzorewa added: “we 
now demand, and It is our right to do so, that 
the sanctions against us be lifted immediately 
since they no longer hold any validity” 

An unhappy sounding white former Pre- 
mier Ian Smith acknowledged that be alone 
dissented Friday afternoon when the Salis- 
bury govern mein’s delegation — 10 blacks 
and two whites — took a secret ballot on the 
British draft, stripping whites of their last real 
influence. 

” I think it will give them a little hope that at 
least somebody is still battling for them 
here,” Smith told the Associated Press in a 
telephone interview friday night. 

But Smith, 60, who once said bis country’s 
230,000 whites would never submit to black 
rule in his lifetime, added: ’’there is a long 
way to go yet. If s early days. We have to fight

The Patriotic Front immediately said there 
would be no end to the seven-year war or an 
internationally accepable blade government 
without their agreement 

“If Muzorewa does not understand that, he 
will not understand anything,” said a 
spokesman for Mozambique-based Mugabe, 
co-leader with Nkomo of the loose alliance.

Hamilton Jordan target 

U.S. cocaine investigation scope widens 


LOS ANGELES, Sept 22 (R) — Actress 
Shirley Maclaine is among a long list of peo- 
ple asked to help an 'investigation into the 
alleged use of cocaine by White House Chief 
of Staff Hamilton Jordan, U.S. Justice 
Department sources say. 

They said California Gov. Jerry Brown’s 
presidential campaign manager, Tom Quinn, 
was interviewed by FBI agents Thursday in 
connection with tire allegations. 

Miss Maclaine, an outspoken Democratic 
party supporter who is making a film, ' ‘Lop- 
ing Couples, * * on the outskirts of Los 
Angeles, was asked to give an interview as 
soon as she was free, tire sources said. 

They said the FBI was questioning every- 
body believed to have attended at least one of 
four parties given while Jordan was visiting 
Los Angeles in October, 1977. 

Miss Maclaine and her agent and Quinn 
have not been available so far to comment on. 
the report and the Department of Justice has 
refused to discuss the investigation. 

White House press secretary Jody Powell 
has said President Jimmy Carter has accepted 
Jordan’s denial of the allegations. 

Last month tire White House denied pub- 
lished allegations by two New York discothe- 
que owners that Jordan used cocaine during a 
visit to their Studio 54 discotheque in 1978. 

The New York Times said the two men 
alleged that Jordan used the cocaine while 
Powell watched. 

The Studio 54 owners, Steve Rubell and 
Ian Schrager. have been charged with tax 
evasion, obstruction of justice, and conspi- 
racy after a raid last December 14 by federal 
agents at the disco. 

The White House statement said: “Mr. 
Jordan states flatly that tire allegation is

untrue. Mr. Powell, who is alleged to have 
witnessed the supposed incident at Studio 54, 
states that he has never been to Studio 54.” 

The West Coast part of the investigation 
concerning Jordan became open knowledge 
last Sunday when the lawyer for the former 
wife of blues singer Lou Rawls, was quoted as 
saying his client told him she had seen Jordan 
sniff cocaine in a Los Angeles restaurant in 
1977. 

The lawyer, Irving Osser, said in a tele- 
phone interview here he did not deny the 
story and was having discussions with the Jus- 
tice Department over whether Mis. Rawls 
would be granted immunity from prosecution 
in return for her cooperation. 

The investigation, coming as the race for 
president next year heats up, has implications 
for Carter’s political future. 


Meanwhile, in another political develop- 
ment, Secret Service agents kept Sen. 
Edward Kennedy under close watch Friday 
after President Carter ordered protection for 
the man viewed as his main rival for the 1980 
Democratic presidential nomination. 

The unusual decision to assign the guard to 
the senator before he has formally declared 
himself a candidate was made because of 
periodic threats against him, according to 
members of the senator’s staff. 

A Kennedy spokesman said these threats 
had been made for some time and there had 
been no significant increase since the senator 
decided to consider entering the presidential 
race two weeks ago. 

Sen. Kennedy lost two of his brothers to 
assassins. President John Kennedy was killed 
in office in 1963 and Sen. Robert Kennedy 
was shot while campaigning for the presi- 
dency in 1968. 

Under normal circumstances guards are 
not assigned to presidential candidates until 
January 1 in an election year. 

Sen. Kennedy, in accepting President Car- 
ter's offer of protection Thursday, thanked 
Carter for his generosity. 

Since Sea. Kennedy announced that he 
would decide by the end of the year whether 
to enter the race there has been a growing 
public rivalry between the two men. 

Next week that rivalry will be aired in New 
York City, where both men moke major 
speeches. 

Carter is due to speak on the nation’s 
energy crisis at a meeting of the American 
Public Transit Association on Tuesday. 

Sen. Kennedy will speak to a group of Wall 
Street investors on the economy on Thurs- 
day. 


MOSCOW, Sept 22 ( R) — Bolshoi Ballet 
dancer Leonid Kozlov, who defected to the 
United States this week, was a senior official 
of the company’s Young Communist League 
Organization Komsomol, Soviet cultural 
sources said Friday. 

According to the sources, Kozlov, 32, who 
had been dancing several major solo roles 
during the Bolshofs American tour was 
known as “ Mr. Komsomol” to his colleagues 
because of his apparent political orthodoxy. 

He and. his wife Valentina, another 
member of the company who defected with 
him in Los Angeles at the end of the tour, 
were of working class background and had 
been promoted as “proletarian” representa- 
tives in the ensemble, they added. 

The sources also said the case of Alexander 
Godunov, Bolshoi star who announced he 
was staying in the West at the start of the 
company’s U.S. tour in late August, was now 
being used as an object lesson in official polit- 
ical lectures in Moscow. 


Communist Party lecturers were telling 
party conferences that his defection illus- 
trated the failings of Soviet ideological educa- 
tion, the sources added. Godunov himself 
was member of the Young Communist 
League. 

Thursday, the official fortnightly Musical 
Lffe appeared with an article containing 
praise for Kozlov as a dancer *— apparently 
due to failure by censors to notice the refer- 
ence to him and a photograph before the 
journal went on sale. 

The article, reviewing the Bolshof s new 
productuion of Sergei Prokofiev’s Romeo and 
Juliet in which Kozlov was second string in 
the key role of Tybalt, omitted all mention of 
Godunov who was the number one in the 
part. 

When Soviet cultural figures defect to the 
West, all mention of them is normally excised 
from official publications and their names are 
dropped from histories and surveys of artistic 
life in the USSR. 


Muddying Canal issue 

Panama hits U.S. House decision 


PANAMA CITY, Panama Sept 22 (AP) 
— President Aristides Royo said Friday the 
people of Pan ama * 1 will enter the Canal Zone 
on OcL 1 with or without implementing legis- 
lation.” 

He said the rejection of legislation on 
Thursday by the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives that would enable Panama to take con- 
trol of the canal will not “stop the Cerro 
Ancon from becoming Panamanian and that 
the railroad, the ports and two thirds of the 
land in the zone will be Panamian.” The 
Cerro is a hill located in the U.S. adminis- 
tered Canal Zone. 

It was the first reaction from the Panama- 
nian government to the vote to implement a 
joint U.S.-Panamanian commission to 
administer the canal during the next 20 years. 

The treaty allows for administration by an 
American from 1980 to 1990. It is expected 
that Gen. Dermis McAuliffe, who retires 
from the army Sept. 30 after four years in 


charge of the southern command in the zone* 
will be named to the post. 

Speaking at the inauguration of a public 
works project 180 kilometers west of here, 
Royo said former cabinet official and canal 
treaty negotiator Fernando Manfredo will be 
named administrator of the Canal Commis- 
sion. 

Panama will take over the administration 
from 1990. The treaty calls for Panama to 
take complete control of the canal on Dec. 
31, 1999 at noon. 

Royo said that after OcL 1 “we will begin 
exercising ail those governing and iegaJ func- 
tions that correspond to Panama as a result of 
the treaties.” 

But he said, “we don’t want to announce 
ahead of time any measure that we could 
adopt in case the implementing legislation 
fails to pass, because it is not good to antici- 
pate events. When the U.S. Congress gives its 
final word, we will also give our final word.”
